LIFE’S SPAN 

We are assured by our county health 
officer, speaking to the Los Angeles Health 
Institute, that the expectation of life is 
eighteen years longer than it was only 
twenty-five years ago. His figures, being tak- 
en from life insurance statistics, may be 
accepted as correct. It is not unreasonable 
to suppose that the scriptural span of life— 
three score and ten—may become again the 
allotted average of man. But if so, certain 
problems will bave to be faced in the near 
future, at least much sooner than would 
have been the case otherwise. 

Increase in population and the steps 
necessitated by such imcrease is such a 
problem. A rapid increase in the average 
length of life, almost doubling the former 
expectation, is equivalent to a far more 
rapid growth in population than the one on 
which we have based our estimate and the 
population in 1950 will be much greater 
than we have hitherto estimated. The time 
will come in the not distant future—as time 
is measured in the world’s life—when coun- 
tries of small area can with difficulty sup- 
port their populations, at least at the same

ET AN ANGORA 
There isn’t exactly a shortage in An- 
gora goats, but at the same time a govern- 
ment bureau intimates that there should be 
a lot more of them in the land. There is 
a large and rising demand for mobair— 
which is the fleecy product of the Angora 
herds, We are not producing half as 
much as we need and it is thought there 
might be good profit in an extension of 

the Angora industry. 


There are said to be about 800,000 speci- 
mens of this brand of goat in the United 
States and nearly 25 per cent of them are 
in California. They can perhaps be better 
raised in this section than in any other 
division of the country. The experts say 
that to assure the quality of mohair it is 
important that the Angoras should be of 
pure stock. The difficulty has been to keep 
this strain. Some of the California ex- 
amples are haughty and aristocratic. They 
have high foreheads and silken pelts and 
are too proud to fight a Ford. They are 
the real article and when they are docked 
the clip shows seven or eight inches of lus- 
trous, silken fiber that is convertible into 
the best mohair in the market. | 

The first Angoras in this country were 
imported from Asia Minor in 1849. Ten 
years prior to that the animals were intro 
duced into the Cape Colony district of South 
Africa and that section has now become 
the source of more than half of the world’s 
mohair supply. The American invasion has 
not done so well. But there is no valid 
reason why America should have to import 
millions of pounds of mobair every year, 
when the clip might come ‘rom our own 
critters. The Africans appear to have our 
goat.
